OVERCOMING DISCOURAGE- 
MENTS 


Text: “And they journeyed from 
mount Hor by the way of the Red sea, 
to compass the land of Edom: and the 
soul of the people was much discour- 
aged because of the way,’ Numbers 
21:4. 

INTRODUCTION 

Discouragement is one of the most 
dangerous enemies of Christianity. It 
depresses the Christian’s will and 
spirit. It promotes disobedience and 
impairs faith. It will blight confidence 
in God and all that is right. Several 
times discouragement defeated Israel, 
and has been known to play its part 
in the defeat of great armies. If dis- 
couragement is not overcome it will 
finally destroy one’s Christian exper- 
ience. 

ISRAEL DISCOURAGED AT KADESH- 
BARNEA 

Before Moses sent messengers to the 
king of Edom asking for passage 
through his country, the children of 
Israel were already smarting from 
other discouragements. Their great- 
est disappointment was possibly the 
extended travelling time it would take 
to reach Canaan. Ordinarily it would 
have taken them but a few days to 
reach the promised land if they could 
have gone straight from Rameses. Up 
to this time they had already trav- 
elled sufficient number of miles, not 
only to have reached Canaan, but to 
have travelled all the way through 
the promised land also. 

They had been dodging the Philis- 
tines and selecting what they thought 
to be the best way through the wilder- 
ness and were travel-stained, dis- 
appointed, and discouraged, almost to 
the point of turning back. 

Kadesh was a city that Moses de- 
scribes as being in the uttermost bor- 
ders of Edom. The boundary lines of 
Edom are rather hard to trace, but 
the best we can understand, it was a 
tract of land about one hundred miles 
long running north and south be- 
tween the Dead Sea and the Gulf of 
Akaba, and about twenty miles broad. 
Israel desired to cross Edom the nar- 
row way, but the king refused them 
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passage and threatened to attack 
them with the sword if they under- 
took to cross his land. 

THEY CHOSE THE DESERT 

From Kadesh north to Canaan was 
only a few miles, but between them 
and the promised land were enemies, 
and to go straight into their inheri- 
tance would have brought on great 
battles which Israel hoped to avoid. 
Their request to cross the borders of 
Edom in peace was rejected, leaving 
them to choose between the sword and 
the desert. They chose the desert in 
preference to the sword of the Philis- 
tines, Hittites, Amorites, or Edomites. 

Through the hot sands of the desert 
they suffered untold agony from thirst 
and hunger, which condition brought 
upon them great discouragement that 
led them to murmuring, rebellion and 
other sinful activities. 

In order to avoid a fight or a little 
opposition, how often does the Chris- 
tian choose the desert experience? If 
we had more faith and courage and 
fight within us, we would not be wan- 
dering around with a dried-up desert 
experience. 

AND THE SOUL OF THE PEOPLE 
WAS MUCH DISCOURAGED 
BECAUSE OF THE WAY 

The way around Edom was long, hot, 
and dry, and the thoughts of it were 
disheartening, and the realities were 
hard and discouraging. 

The Christian does not have similar 
experiences of wilderness and desert 
travelling, but he does have his bat- 
tles, temptations, trials, and disap- 
pointments. Sometimes the average 
Christian may feel that his experience 
is very nearly a duplication of the ex- 
perience of the children of Israel 
plodding through the desert sands, 
hungry, and thirsty. The Christian 
might often avoid some of his desert 
travelling experience by seeking the 
guidance of the Holy Ghost. 

Discouragements often create and 
feed temptations. Israel was in a de- 
plorable condition. They had no bread 
and no water, their wives were hun- 
gry and thirsty and their children 
were crying. Long stretches of desert 
wilderness lay before them yet to be 


crossed and they were already suffer- 
ing from fatigue. 

In the midst of their discouragement 
they found fault in Moses and spake 
against God. They accused Moses of 
bringing them into the wilderness to 
die. Their hearts went back to their 
homes in Egypt. They seemed to have 
gone spiritually blind, and their mem- 
ories of the dreadful experiences un- 
der the taskmasters in Egypt seemed 
to fade. They remembered the fish, 
onions, and garlic, with the other bet- 
ter things they had enjoyed when 
serving the unmerciful masters in 
Egypt. 

The Christian must not forget that 
the way of the sinner is hard and 
dreadful, and that labor under the 
taskmaster of sin is much more griev- 
ous than the burdens of the true 
Christian will have to bear. 

THE CHRISTIAN SHOULD TRAVEL 
CAUTIOUSLY 

“Wherefore he saith, Awake thou 
that sleepest, and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give thee light. See 
then that ye walk circumspectly, not 
as fools, but as wise, redeeming the 
time, because the days are evil,” Eph. 
5:14-16. 

Accepting the adverse experiences 
of the children of Israel as ensamples, 
and their troubles and sufferings as 
warning, we will do well to follow the 
advice of Paul and “walk circumspect- 
ly,” which means that we should pro- 
ceed cautiously, watchfully, guarding 
our steps well. The Christian cannot 
be too careful. Untravelled paths 
should be thoroughly sounded before 
setting foot on them. There are many 
dangerous pitfalls and traps and the 
enemy lies in wait for us. 

Discouragements will breed more 
discouragements; giving up to one 
oftens invites another. It is easier to 
avoid discouragements than it is to 
overcome one after it has enveloped 
its victim. It is easier for you to stay 
on your feet when discouraged than 
it is to get up after discouragements 
have put you back on the ground. 
Every Christian should build up 
around himself a bulwark or fortifica-

Reconciliation 


The geologists claim that certain 
evidences are found in geology which 
indicate the earth is hundreds of 
thousands of years, and probably mil- 
lions of years, old. This, they hold, is 
in contradiction to the scriptural 
claim that the earth is probably 6,000 
years old. The Scriptures deal with 
the creation and history of man as 
covering a period of near 6,000 years. 
Gen. 1:1 points to the creation of the 
earth as a planet, or planetary system. 
Gen. 1:2 points to the earth after 
some kind of a cataclysmic judgment 
of God had befallen it, therefore waste 
and desolate. The first chapter of 
Genesis, after the third verse, tells of 
a re-creative period, a reorganization, 
with man created within the sixth 
creative day, or period. Scientists 
may, therefore, date their findings in- 
to millions of years, if they desire. 
The history of man, however, does not 
go back that far. The gulf of time be- 
tween Gen. 1:1 and Gen. 1:2 is large 
enough for all the years the scientists 
want to use. The history of man dates 
from his creation, and not from the 
creation of the earth as a planet. 
There is no conflict between the Bi- 
ble and science when and where 
science has become what it implies, 
i. e. classified knowledge. It is the 
egoists, “falsely so-called scientists,” 
who try to point out a contradiction 
of the Genesis record. 
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Acts 13:26, “....to you is the word 
of this salvation sent.” 

Paul was on his first missionary 
journey at the time these words were 
written. The sermon was preached at 
Antioch in Pisidia. It was on the Sab- 
bath day and Paul and Barnabas 
visited the synagogue. They were 
strangers there, yet they desired to 
keep up a communion with the saints, 
hence we see them in the synagogue. 

An invitation was given them to 
preach. It is probable that the rulers 
of the synagogue had met with them 
in private conversation before and if 
they did not have any affection for 
the gospel, they at least had a curi- 
osity to hear Paul preach. So we see 
Paul invited to speak a word of ex- 
hortation to the people. 

Paul gladly embraced the opportu- 
nity given him to preach Christ to 
the Jews. He exhorts them to receive 
and embrace Christ as the Messiah. 
He owns them to be God’s favorite 
people. Even though God was the God 
of the whole earth, He was in a partic- 
ular manner the God of Israel, in that 
He ‘was in covenant to Israel. 

Paul preached Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified to the people. He said, “..... 
to you is the word of this salvation 
sent.” 

Jesus said at His departure, “Preach 
the gospel to every creature.” The 
disciples were to begin in their home 
town of Jerusalem. They were even to 
proclaim salvation to the very men 
that crucified Christ. Today we may 
ask, “To whom is the word of this sal- 
vation sent?” The Word is sent to all 
sinners who will hear it. The gospel 
today is a pardon to the condemned 
sinner. If you are bound down by sin 
today, Jesus is your pardon. He has 
come to set at liberty the captives, to 
heal the broken-hearted, to open the 
prison for those that are bound. The 
gospel is peace to the rebellious sin- 
ner. If you have rebelled against God 
today, there is peace for you if you 
will accept the Word of God. 

1. What is the word of this salva- 
tion? 

The Old Testament prophets proph- 
esied many things concerning a 
Messiah for Israel. So this word of sal- 
vation is a testimony that Jesus is the 
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promised Messiah. Verse 23, “Of this 
man’s seed hath God according to his 
promise raised unto Israel a Saviour, 
Jesus.” Jesus came from the seed of 
David. He came to earth to be a Savior 
and He alone is our only Savier. Acts 
4:12, “Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved.” Jesus is 
the only true foundation. 1 Cor. 3:11, 
“For other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ.” 

Jesus is a Savior to all who will ac- 
cept His redemptive work. The call to- 
day is to whosoever will. Dear Reader, 
are you bound down by the clutches 
of sin? Do you long for deliverance? 
Jesus is your Savior today. Will you 
not accept Him? I can imagine I hear 
the angel proclaiming Jesus’ birth. 
Luke 2:11, “For unto you is born this 
day in the city of David a Saviour, 
which is Christ the Lord.” Yes, the 
promised Saviour has c@me and He 
has come to seek that which was lost. 

This word of salvation is a word 
which promises forgiveness to all who 
exhibit repentance of sin and faith in 
the Lord Jesus. Verses 38, 39, “Be it 
known unto you therefore, men and 
brethren, that through this man is 
preached unto you the forgiveness of 
sins. And by him all that believe are 
justified from all things, from which 
ye could not be justified by the law of 
Moses.” Yes, there is saving power in 
Jesus. Jesus was God’s gift to men. 
God loved this world so much that He 
gave His Son to redeem lost mankind. 
We must repent of our sins, exhibit 
faith in Christ, then we will be for- 
given. 

The shield of faith is a defensive 
weapon that we have. If we have 
faith, we can be assured of success, 
for without faith it is impossible to 
please God. Faith is a fundamental 
duty. The disciples asked Jesus, on 
one occasion, what they could do to 
work the works of God and Jesus told 
them to believe on Him whom God 
had sent. Faith is essential in prayer 
and should be united with love. We 
can see great examples of faith in 
Abraham, Caleb, David, Paul, and 
many others, who through faith sub- 





dued kingdoms, wrought righteous- 
ness, obtained promises, and did many 
other notable works. 

This word of salvation is the procla- 
mation of perfect salvation, through 
the risen Savior. Verses 32, 33, “And 
we declare unto you glad tidings, how 
that the promise which was made un- 
to the fathers, God hath fulfilled the 
same unto us their children, in that 
he hath raised up Jesus again; as it is 
also written in the second Psalm, 
Thou art my Son, this day have I be- 
gotten thee.” 

Jesus’ work was perfect in every 
phrase. Rom. 1:4, “And declared to be 
the Son of God with power, accord- 
ing to the spirit of holiness, by the 
resurrection from the dead.” Jesus 
had power to pardon sinners, power 
over nature, power over His own life, 
and power to give eternal life to man. 
In Him is perfect deliverance from sin 
and those who believe in Him are jus- 
tified from the guilt and stain of sin. 

Christ’s word is a word of salvation 
for it declares salvation. Rom. 10:9, 
“That if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt be- 
lieve in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved.” Acts 2:21, “And it shall 
come to pass, that whosoever shall 
call on the name of the Lord shall be 
saved.” 

His word describes our salvation. 
Verse 38, “Be it known unto you there- 
fore, men and brethren, that through 
this man is preached unto you the 
forgiveness of sins.” Rom. 5:18, 19, 
“Therefore as by the offence of one 
judgment came upon all men to con- 
demnation; even so by the righteous- 
ness of one the free gift came upon all 
men unto justification of life. For as 
by one man’s disobedience many were 
made sinners, so by the obedience of 
one shall many be made righteous.” 

His word presents salvation to us 
with an invitation to come to Christ. 
Paul said, “To you is the word of this 
salvation sent.” It is sent to us, for the 
gospel dispensation is a mission of 
mercy from God. The gospel is a mes- 
sage, Jesus is the Messiah, and the 
Holy Ghost Himself is sent to work 
salvation among men. 

2. In what manner is the gospel 
sent to us? 

The gospel is sent to us in the gen- 
eral commission which ordains that 
it be preached to every creature. Jesus 
told the disciples to go into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature. He said, in Luke 24:47, “And

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Text: “But ye shall receive power 
(Gr. “dunamis”; Eng., “dynamite’’), 
after that the Holy Ghost is come up- 
on you: and ye shall be witnesses un- 
to me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth,” Acts 1:8. 

If I could get the reader near one 
of these coal mines here in Alabama, 
just before they blast a coal vein, he 
would hear them hollo, “Fire-yo, fire- 
yo,” and see every man run at that 
language. He knows it by heart. You 
can’t stop him, and tell him that little 
fuse with spitting fire on one end 
and a sixty-pound pressure cap on the 
other, stuck down in a stick of Dupont 
dynamite, is not going to tear up some- 
thing. He has followed the effects of 
it before. God knew that for men to 
quarry souls out of this hard resist- 
ing world, they would need power (dy- 
namite) to blast and blow the devil 
out of the lives of men and women. 

Hey! Wait! Listen! “But if the min- 
istration of death, written and engrav- 
en in stones, was glorious, so that the 
children of Israel could not stedfast- 
ly behold the face of Moses for the 
glory of his countenance; which glory 
was to be done away: How shall not 
the MINISTRATION of the SPIRIT be 
rather glorious?” 2 Cor. 3:7, 8. 

Someone has said, “Don’t call on 
the Holy Ghost too much, and say, 
‘Holy Ghost, do this or that.’” God’s 
Word says that this is the MINISTRA- 
TION OF THE SPIRIT, 2 Cor. 3:8, and 
I have just enough gray matter left 
to believe that He can do more with 
this age than I can. This is His age. 
The name “Holy Ghost” or “Holy Spir- 
it” occurs ninety-five times in the 
New Testament. He is mentioned over 
fifty times in Acts alone, He occupies 
a conspicuous place in this day and 
present dispensation, which is the 
“MINISTRATION of the SPIRIT.” We 
have preached speaking in tongues as 
the initial evidence of His coming, and 
have said nothing about His work 
after He got here. Most every thought 
that we emphasize is about some work 
that we are doing, but little is said 
about what the Holy Ghost is doing. 
“When HE comes, HE will REPROVE 
the WORLD (give Him room to work) 
of SIN, and of RIGHTEOUSNESS, and 
of JUDGMENT,” John 16:7. We are 
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ROBERTS 


trying to make ourselves believe that 
we can carry it on better without 
HIM. I am not going to try to fool my- 
self. 

But imperfectly realized, he is just 
as necessary to the spiritual life as the 
air is to the physical. Stop breathing 
and see what becomes of you. Stop 
courting the Holy Ghost’s favor and 
friendship and see what becomes of 
your spiritual life. The frequent use 
of the personal pronoun “He” clearly 
implies that He is a person. In John 
16:13 there are seven personal pro- 
nouns in one verse. All through the 
Scriptures acts are attributed to Him 
which could not be predicated to any 
mere influence, or emanation, or im- 
pression. Any being who knows, feels, 
and wills is a person. Many times 
when we preach Him as a person, 
many of our people think of Him in 
corporal terms (a material body, 
physical) , such as hands, feet, fingers, 
toes, eyes, nose, mouth, and so on. 
These are not the marks of person- 
ality. A being that knows, feels, and 
wills, is a person, whether he is a 
body or not. 

If our earthly life ends before the 
Lord returns, we will cease to have 
bodies, for the time being. Listen to 
the scripture, “Absent from the body, 
and to be present with the Lord,” 2 
Cor. 5:8. Though our bodies are in the 
grave, we shall not cease to be per- 
sons, so then we are the body of the 
Holy Ghost (the corporal, material, 
physical). “Know ye not that ye are 
the temple of God, and that the SPIR- 
IT (Holy Ghost) of God dwelleth in 
you?” 1 Cor. 3:16. “Even the SPIRIT 
of truth; whom the world can not re- 
ceive, because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him: BUT YE KNOW HIM; 
FOR HE DWELLETH WITH YOU, 
AND SHALL BE IN YOU,” John 14:17. 
HE KNOWS, “And he that searcheth 
the hearts KNOWETH what is the 
mind of the Spirit, because he maketh 
intercession for the saints accord- 
ing to the will of God,” Rom. 8:27. 
Here knowledge is ascribed to Him. 
He knows the things of God. HE 
FEELS, “Grieve not the Holy Spirit 
of God,” Eph. 4:30. This scripture lets 
me know that He has feelings. He has 
a WILL. “But all these worketh the 
one and the self same SPIRIT (Holy 





Ghost), dividing to everyone severally 
as he WILL,” 1 Cor. 12:11. He is not a 
power that we get hold of, but a real 
person that gets hold of us. Praise God 
forever! Get Him, and you will get 
God’s dynamite with Him. Dynamite 
comes after you receive HIM. 


POWER OF THE SPIRIT, 
“JESUS NEEDED” 


“Leaving us an example that we 
should follow in his steps,” 1 Peter 
2:21. Let us follow a few of His steps, 
and see where He went. His ministry 
did not start till He received the 
anointing of the HOLY GHOST. “And 
Jesus, when he was baptized, went up 
straightway out of the water, and, lo, 
the heavens opened unto him, and he 
saw the SPIRIT of God (Holy Ghost) 
descending like a dove, and lighting 
upon him,” Matt. 3:16. Jesus knew 
that it would take more than educa- 
tion, eloquence, and earnestness to 
meet the devil He had to meet, and 
it will take more than that to meet 
the devil that you and I have to meet. 
“Jesus was led up of the SPIRIT (Holy 
Ghost) into the wilderness to be 
tempted of the devil,” Matt. 4:1. How 
many men and women never come 
back from the wilderness of trial vic- 
torious, all because they do not have 
the leadership of the HOLY GHOST to 
bring them back. The devil said, “Com- 
mand these stones that they be made 
bread,” but the HOLY GHOST anoint- 
ing that Jesus received at the Jordan, 
said, “Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that proceed- 
eth out of the mouth of God,” Matt. 
4:3, 4. 

The devil taketh him up into the 
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holy city, out on the pinnacle of the 
temple, and told him to jump off, “and 
up into an exceeding high mountain, 
and shewed him all the kingdoms of 
the world,” and said, “You can have 
all this if you will fall down and wor- 
ship me.” But Jesus had enough pow- 
er (dynamite) of the Holy Ghost He 
had received at the Jordan to blast 
a clear way through the wilderness to 
victory. “It is written, Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God,” and, “Thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, him 
only shalt thou serve,’ Matt. 4:5, 6; 
7:10. “The devil leaveth him,” Matt. 
4:11. 

Jesus went into the wilderness with 
the Holy Ghost, and He came out with 
the anointing. “And Jesus returned in 
the POWER (dynamite) of the SPIR- 
IT (Holy Ghost) into Galilee,” Luke 
4:14. We have no business tinkering 
with the devil. Without the mighty 
anointing of the Holy Ghost, what will 
happen next? Jesus went to Nazareth 
where He was reared, and went to 
church on the Sabbath. They gave Him 
the Bible to read. He found the place 
where it was written, in Esaias, “The 
SPIRIT (Holy Ghost) of the Lord is 
upon me, (When did it come upon 
Him? At the Jordan, of course.) be- 
cause he hath anointed me to preach 
the gospel to the poor; (We are at the 
place that the only way the poor will 
get to hear it is for the Holy Ghost 
to anoint someone; if they have no 
money today, they hear no gospel.) 
he hath sent me to heal the broken 
hearted, to preach deliverance to the 
captives, and recovering of sight to the 
blind, to set at liberty them that are 
bruised, to preach the acceptable year 
of the Lord,” Luke 4:18. He closed the 
book. I would like to have heard that 
Holy Ghost sermon, wouldn’t you? 
“How God anointed Jesus of Nazareth 
with the Holy Ghost and with power 
(dynamite), who went about doing 
good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil,” Acts 10:38. 

WAIT FOR THE MOVING 

David inquired of the Lord when 
the Philistines came against him, as 
to what to do. The Lord said not to 
go up against them, but come over 
against the mulberry trees, and WAIT, 
“and let it be, when thou hearest the 
SOUND of a going in the tops of the 
mulberry trees, that then thou shalt 
bestir thyself: for then shall the Lord 
go before thee,” 2 Samuel 5:23, 24. 
David had to wait for the SOUND of 
the MOVING on the tree tops before 
he could stir. If he stirred before the 
SOUND and the MOVING, he stirred 
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without God. 

I read of another company of God’s 
followers, in Acts 2:3, 4, who waited 
for the MOVING and SOUND before 
they were to go out against the en- 
emy, but finally the MOVING and 
SOUND came and they left. “And sud- 
denly there came a SOUND from heav- 
en as of a rushing (moving) mighty 
wind,” Acts 2:3. Christ went up, the 
Holy Ghost came down, the Church 
went out in SPIRIT and POWER. This 
is an age of spiritual power, the mar- 
ket may be overstocked with preach- 
ers, but no possibility of it being over- 
stocked with HOLY GHOST POWER. 
God says, “Tarry (stay there) until 
ye be endued with POWER” (dyna- 
mite), Luke 24:49. There are none bet- 
ter than our Christ, nor His disciples, 
and there is no use going without it. 


“Prophecy came not in old time by 
the will of man: but holy men of God 
spake as they were MOVED by the 
HOLY GHOST,” 1 Peter 1:21. There is 
no use to modernize, streamline, air 
condition, this Holy Ghost person to 
suit the taste of people. It takes a 
HOLY GHOST preacher to feed a 
HOLY GHOST congregation. It takes 
a HOLY GHOST congregation to eat 
HOLY GHOST preaching. “Take heed 
(regard with care) therefore unto 
yourselves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the HOLY GHOST hath 
made you overseers, to feed the Church 
of God,” Acts 20:28. The Church of 
God is a HOLY GHOST church. If you 
are not a HOLY GHOST preacher you 
can not feed it. Feed it what? A GOOD 
BALANCED DIET OF THE FULL GOS- 
PEL TRUTH, not just a little of this 
or that, that will not hurt or suit 
some; but in season or out of season, 
under the inspiration of the Spirit and 
power of the HOLY GHOST, and leave 
the results with God; not by our 
might, nor by our own power, “but by 
my Spirit, saith God,” Zech. 4:6. 


The natural man will probably not 
receive this message. It probably will 
be foolishness unto him, talking in 
spiritual terms. It must be, “spiritual- 
ly discerned,” 1 Cor. 2:14. 


PRAYER 


“Men ought always to pray and not 
to faint,” Luke 8:1. There is a strong 
inference here that if one does not 
pray fainting is inevitable; and, had 
you ever thought that one always 
faints at the wrong time? Right at the 
time that he is needed to help 
some one who is in trouble. The lost 
need our help.

Deut. 10:12, “And now, Israel, what 
doth the Lord thy God require of thee, 
but to fear the Lord thy God, to walk 
in all his ways, and to love him, and 
to serve the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart and with all thy soul.” 


The theory of evolution and the de- 
nial of the story of the flood has 
caused many modernistic Christians 
to scoff at the teaching of the second 
coming of Jesus Christ.

that repentance and remission of sins 
should be preached in his name 
among all nations, beginning at Je- 
rusalem.” The gospel is sent to us in 
the providence which has brought us 
to hear the Word. We are living in a 
country where we are privileged to 
hear the Word. There is no excuse for 
ignorance. Paul, in his sermon on 
Mars Hill, told the people that God 
winked at the ignorance of the Gen- 
tile world before the gospel came to 
them, but now He commands men 
everywhere to repent. Before the gos- 
pel came to the Gentiles, they were 
grossly ignorant in the things of God. 
The prophets were sent to command 
the Jews to repent, but the apostles 
were sent to preach repentance and 
remission of sins to all nations. 

Then the gospel is sent to us in the 
peculiar adaption of the gospel to our 
case. A medicine that suits a disease 
is evidently meant for that disease. 
Sin is the disease the human is in- 
fected with and the gospel of salvation 
is the remedy suited to the case. It 
would be a sad thing indeed, if we had 
to single out even one person and say, 
“This word is not sent to you.” But the 
invitation is to those that will accept 
Christ. Rev. 22:17, “And the Spirit and 
the bride say, Come. And let him that 
heareth say, Come. And let him that 
is athirst come. And whosoever will, 
let him take the water of life freely.” 

3. In what position does the Word 
place us? 

The gospel places us in a position 
of singular favor. Prophets and kings 
died without hearing what we hear. 
Jesus told the disciples in Matt. 13:17, 
“For verily I say unto you, that many 
prophets and righteous men have de- 
sired to see those things which we see 
and have not seen them, and to hear 
those things which ye hear and have 
not heard them.” The Old Testament 
saints had glimpses and glimmerings 
of gospel light, but they coveted ear- 
nestly further discoveries. They had 
types, shadows, and prophecies of 
these things, but they longed to see 
the substance. They desired to see the 
great salvation, the consolation of 
Israel. Though they desired to see 
these things, God had determined not 
to bring them to light yet. 

The gospel places us in a position of 
notable indebtedness to martyrs and 
men of God in past ages and in these 
days, for these have lived and -died to 
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bring to us the gospel. We aren’t per- 
secuted now like some of the men of 
God that have passed on before us 
were persecuted. Paul had to face 
Nero’s block, Stephen was_ stoned, 
John was banished on an island to die 
for the Word of God. There are others 
we could mention, who have died for 
the gospel, and we are indebted to 
these great characters. 

The gospel places us in a position of 
hopefulness, for if we accept it we can 
live. Col. 1:5, “For the hope which is 
laid up for you in heaven, whereof ye 
heard before in the word in the truth 
of the gospel.” The happiness of 
heaven is called our hope. This hope 
is set before us as an anchor of the 
soul, both sure and steadfast. 

The gospel places us in a position of 
serious responsibility, for if we neglect 
it we shall not escape. We have a 
great salvation given to us and we 
are responsible for the way we receive 
it. Some people will tell you they be- 
lieve in Jesus, yet they continue in 
their own sinful ways and God is not 
pleased with this. Jesus gave up His 
home in heaven and came down to 
earth to redeem lost mankind. He bore 
the sins of the whole world in His 
body on the tree. How can we do less 
than serve Him? 

4. In what manner will we treat 
this Word? 

Friend, how are you treating Christ 
today? You may say you are not 
against Him, yet if you aren’t serving 
Him your actions speak for them- 
selves. We are either for or against 
Him. There is no neutral ground. Will 
you basely and foolishly delay your 
reply? This is a very dangerous course 
and many perish in it. The enemy of 
our souls is trying to get us to put off 
accepting Christ, but today is the day 
of salvation, tomorrow may be too 
late. 

Will you play the hypocrite and pre- 
tend to receive the gospel, while in 
your heart you reject it? No hypocrite 
can get to heaven. The Pharisees 
boasted of their’ religion. They 
kept the outward laws, paid tithes, 
prayed long prayers and fasted, yet 
their hearts were far from God. No 
form of salvation is enough. We must 
have a personal experience with God. 

Will you act the part of the tempo- 
rary convert? Many people claim to 
get saved, yet it’s not what we pro- 
fess but what we possess that’s going 
to carry us to heaven. Some people 
will lay off the things of the world for 
a while, then pick them up again, but 
God doesn’t want a temporary con-

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FROM THE LAND OF THE 
NORTHERN LIGHTS 


We had just started to settle down 
after moving to Palmer when the 
house we had rented was bought by 
another person and we had to make 
one more move to a 19x14% feet 
(former) chicken coop. However, there 
are others in Palmer who live in the 
same kind of coops as the housing 
situation here is like some of the de- 
fense areas. 

My first move was a trip north on 
the Alaska Railroad to the Suntrana 
coal mine where there are many G.I. 
men working. I had the privilege of 
preaching to the few families and men 
there. They have to work seven days 
a week, nothing but a steady drag day 
after day. Some of them are a pitiful 
sight. Many of these men have been 
in action on the chain, thus becoming 
a little hardened, but the gospel of 
Christ can soften them. 

I have made several trips north and 
have been able to get a good outlook 
of the spirituality of the little towns 
along the road and, also, to see what 
is being done to preach the gospel 
that saves, keeps and satisfies. I have 
an opening to hold services in a 
schoolhouse in a little town called 
Talkeetna after the first of the year. 
I shall be going there twice a month 
It is about a three hours’ ride on the 
train from here. This town used to be 
almost entirely native but now there 
are mostly old-time sourdoughs who

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are spending their last and few re- 
maining days on old-age pensions. I 
ask that all who read this article pray 
for places like Talkeetna. These old- 
timers made fortunes in the gold rush 
but today are barely existing, having 
wasted their substance in wild living. 
Now they have come to the end of the 
way and they still lack the most pre- 
cious possession in life—life eternal. 
A few weeks ago we started a Sun- 
day School in a small town called 
Wasilla, ten miles from Palmer. We 
had seventeen the first Sunday and 
twenty-one the next. It was a beautiful 
sight to see those children wading 
through snow to come to Sunday 
School. There had not been any Sun- 
day School in town for some time. 


As yet, we have been unable to start 
any services in Palmer but we plan to 
start some cottage prayer meetings 
after the first of the year. Some homes 
have opened their doors for us to have 
prayer meetings. 

Now, I think that almost everyone 
in the United States who has merely 
read about and not seen any of this 
country here in Alaska, has the wrong 
idea of what this country is like, what 
is here, the way the people live, and 
the kind of people who live here. In 
the Matenuska Valley, which is a 
farming country, there are only a few 
native Indians. The remainder are 
white people who have come from the 
States. In the territory where I shall 
be laboring there are very few In- 
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dians and no Eskimos. They live far- 
ther north. There are a few left but 
their number is diminishing rapidly 
because every year tuberculosis takes 
a large toll of their race. There is dan- 
ger that in time, unless more is done 
to combat this disease, they will be- 
come extinct. This is true of the In- 
dians, as well as the Aleuts. 


The white man is largely responsible 
for these existing conditions as he 
was the one who introduced vice and 
liquor to them. 

Liquor is one of the worst evils in 
Alaska. I have seen bootlegging days 
in the States and, also, many drunk- 
ards, but I have never in all my travels 
seen so much liquor used as in Alaska. 
To give you an idea about liquor, take 
the city of Anchorage, Alaska, the 
largest and most forward city in the 
territory. It has fifty-four liquor stores 
and seven grocery stores. On one of 
my trips, the St. George carried eleven 
tons of cargo for a small fishing town. 
Ten of those eleven tons were whiskey 
and beer. This was to stock up their 
winter supply as the boat was to make 
only a few more trips that season. 
This is the picture that best paints 
Alaska in its truest outlook. Although 
there are a few precious people who 
love the Lord, they are so few and 
far between that one must say Alaska 
needs to hit the sawdust trail which 
leads to the old-time mourners’ bench. 

The scenery of Alaska is unsur- 
passed. The mountains, white with 
snow and ice, make a very beautiful

JAP PRISONERS SERENADED 
WITH CAROLS BY MARINES 
ON CHRISTMAS, ‘43 


SOMEWHERE IN THE PACIFIC— 
(Delayed)—Now it can be told, this 
Christ story a little over one year old. 

It was Christmas Eve and the world 
was still chilled while reading delayed 
accounts of the ferocious Battle of 
Tarawa. 

Yet, in the true spirit of Christ, on 
Christmas Eve of 1943, a group of 
United States Marines went to the 
prisoners’ compound here and sere- 
naded the prisoners from Tarawa 
with Christmas carols, according to 
Staff Sgt. William C. Harris, a Marine 
Corps combat correspondent. 

Machine guns surrounded the area 
and it was apparent that enemy pris- 
oners thought they were being pre- 
pared for mass execution when they 
were lined up before the Marine carol- 
ers. 

When the chaplain with the Marines 
indicated the program had concluded, 
one of the Japanese stepped forward 
and expressed his gratitude “as a 
Christian” and several of the others 
shouted, “Merry Christmas.” 

Those same singing Marines even 
then were preparing to invade the 
Marshall Islands. They departed a 
few days later. With them in the in- 
vasion was the Navy chaplain who ar- 
ranged the strangest singing bee, Lt. 
George P. LaBarre, former rector of 
an Episcopal Church in Williamsburg, 
Va.—From Marine Corps Battle News.

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CONVENTION PLANS TO RE- 
VITALIZE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


In response to a widespread de- 
mand for an “old-fashioned national 
Sunday School convention,” such a 
gathering will be held April 30 and 
May 1 in the Stevens Hotel, Chicago, 
Illinois. 

The convention is being sponsored 
by a general committee consisting of 
Archer E. Anderson, of Duluth, Minn.; 
James DeForest Murch, of Cincinnati, 
Ohio; J. P. McCallie, of Chattanooga, 
Tenn.; E. M. Riggs, of Springfield, 
Mo.; Clarence H. Benson, and C. V. 
Egemeier, of Chicago, Illinois. Fifty or 
more denominational sponsors will 
soon be announced. Among the 
agencies cooperating in the promotion 
of the National Sunday School Con- 
vention are the Greater Chicago Sun- 
day School Association, the Evangeli- 
cal Teacher-Training Association, and 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals. 

In a statement to the religious press, 
Dr. Anderson, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said, “For many years the 
conventions of the International Sun- 
day School Association were among 
the greatest religious gatherings in 
America. Thousands of superintend- 
ents, Bible class teachers, officers, and 
workers packed the greatest audito- 
rium in the land to hear Christ and 
the Bible exalted in addresses by great 
religious leaders, and studied in con- 
ferences concerning the varied activ- 
ities of the Bible School. There were 
great evangelistic song services, men’s 
Bible class parades, and mass meet- 
ings which inspired all to larger ac- 
complishment. 

“Now for more than two decades 
this type of convention has been 
abandoned. In its place has appeared 
a coldly intellectual and professional 
gathering in which the laity are now 
noticeably absent. The sessions fail to 
deal with the everyday problems of 
the local church schools. They lack 
the strong evangelical note of other 
years. They do not inspire and lift the 
soul.” 

It is believed by many that the re- 
cent losses in enrollment in the Sun- 
day Schools of America are largely due 
to the disappearance of the old- 
fashioned Sunday School conventions 
—national, state and community. 
From 1916 to 1940 Sunday School en- 
rollment in the U. S. A. has decreased 
12.6 per cent. The largest decreases 
were shown by the Northern Baptist 


Convention, which reported 1,052,794 
in 1926 and 892,872 in 1936. During 
this period the Southern Baptists 
dropped from 2,345,630 to 1,644,105 or 
almost exactly to the place where 
they were in 1916. The Christian 
churches saw their. Sunday: School 
numbers depleted from 1,000,416 to 
761,257, and the Northern Methodists 
from 3,796,561 to 2,515,181. On the 
other hand, some groups showed in- 
creases. The Assemblies of God led 
with an increase of more than 300 per 
cent, the Church of the Nazarene 
from 109,237 to 136,227, the Pentecostal 
Holiness Church from 12,772 to. 24,- 
261 and the Mennonites from 87,897 
to 113,136. The Lutheran Church was 
the only one of the larger denomina- 
tions that did not show a loss. 

The sponsors of the Chicago meet- 
ing April 30 and May 1 believe that it 
will be the forerunner of a revival of 
the old-time convention spirit and 
a new day in Christian education in 
the churches of America. Definite fu- 
ture plans will be consummated dur- 
ing the convention sessions. 

The program will consist of ad- 
dresses by leading ministers and edu- 
cators who have made outstanding 
records in the Sunday School world, 
and simultaneous conferences on 
weekday Christian education, daily 
vacation Bible schools, and kindred 
educational activities. The closing ses- 
sion will be merged with the opening 
session of the National Association of 
Evangelicals Convention the night of 
May 1. The committee is completing 
its task of program building and 
should be ready to make an an- 
nouncement next month. 


It is pointed out that the first na- 
tional Sunday School convention in 
America was held in Philadelphia in 
1832. There were about 220 delegates 
representing fifteen states. From this 
small beginning grew the massive 
gatherings of the “golden age of the 
Sunday School.” The sponsors of the 
Chicago gathering expect far larger 
beginnings for their project.

tion against the enemy of discourage- 
ment. 
KEEP OFF THE ENEMY’S TERRI- 
TORY TO AVOID WAR 

An aggressor will always find some- 
one who will quarrel with him. An in- 
vader will always come in contact 
with the enemy. The Christian will be 
attacked upon his own territory, but 
will be in much better position to de- 
fend himself than if he should be at- 
tacked upon the enemy’s territory. 

The best and nearest route from 
Rameses, Egypt, to the nearest point 
of the promised land would have been 
long, rough, hard, and discouraging 
for the families of the Israelites. They 
rambled, back-tracked, crossed and 
recrossed their own trails, extended 
the distance, added to their hardships, 
and prolonged their time in the fear- 
ful wilderness. 

Those who travel on the highway 
of holiness are continually attacked 
by the enemy. The fight is always 
easier and victory surer if we keep 
straight ahead. 

CONCLUSION 

The Christian must be able to march 
through the Red Sea by faith, press 
his way through the wilderness by 
determination, go around the land of 
Edom with courage, travel through 
the desert with a spring of living wa- 
ter springing up in his own soul, fight 
the enemy cautiously and hard, climb 
the mountains with strength, and fi- 
nally triumph in a victory march 
through the Jordan into the promised 
land.
